The annual report of the attorney- 
general is yery lengthy; it is mainly de- 
voted to detailed statements of the busi- 
néss transacted by the district-attorneys, 
marshals and other officials of the de- 
partment. There are, however, some 
passages of general interest. One such 
passage is found under the head, “Pro- 
tection to civil officers,” in the course of 
which the attorney-general recommends 
that additional provision be made for the 
protection of executive civil officers. He 
says: 

It should not be left to the state to deter- 
mine and enforce the penalty for an act 
against the execution of justice of such se- 
rious character, but appropriate’ legislation 
should enable the court, whose authority 
has been defied and whose Somes eee 
have;been killed, to administer the penalty 
which. the crime deserves. I¢ is unforte- 
nately too clear that if this duty be left to 
the courts of the state it cannot be expected 
that in certain — of the union it will 
now be faithfully and efficiently performed. 

A little farther on he takes up the grand 
question of the defeat of the republican 
congressmen in the south. We give the 
words of the indictment he has drawn 
against the south: 

It is apparent that in various parts of the 
union, especially certain portions of the 
states of Louisiana. South Carolina, Texas 
and Virginia, instances of a lawless combi- 
nation and violence, intended to prevent a 
free and peaceéal advocacy of candidates for 
congress, occurred previous to the day of 
election, and upon the day of election delib- 
erate frauds were resorted to in voting and 
canvassing the votes, often accompanied by 
threats and intimidation; a frequent ont- 
rage upon the eee 4 of the ballot was in 
what is familiarly known as “ ballot-box 
stuffing,’ and constituted in preparing the 
boxes by depositing therein before the vot- 
ing commenced or after it was concluded 
large numbers of fraudulent ballots, and 
also by folding smaller ballots within a large 
one in such a way that they could be shaken 
out by the voteras he deposited his ballot or 
afterwards by those who had the custody of 
the box. The fraud was accomplished by 
the use of small ballots printed upon tissue 
paper, and was perpetrated in so many dif- 
ferent places and with the tickets so care- 
fully prepared and of such similarity that 
it cannot be doubted that it was the result 
of an organized conspiracy of some central 
directing ageney to defeat the will of the 
people and falsify the true result of the 
election. The canvass and election was ac- 
companied in the state of Louisiana by a 
series of cowardly and cruel murders, the 
only apparent motive for which was to oe 
vent the colored people from exercising their 
right of suffrage. These murders occurred 
in Caddo, Tensas, Natchitoches and other 
parishes. 


On the plea that attempts to punish 
the guilty would be defeated by “brutal 
violence” or prosecutions under the state 
laws, the attorney-general asks for more 
money, and for laws to protect his officers 
and witnesses by enabling him to transfer 
their examination to the courts of the 
United States. 

He renews his recommendation of last 
year that congress should authorize the 
appointment of additional circuit judges, 
and create tribunals intermediate between 
the circuit courts and the United States 
supreme court, in order to relieve the 
latter of a portion of business which is 
constantly, and, under the present sys- 
tem, unavoidably accumulating on its 
docket. 

The president sustains in his message 
the recommendations of the attorney- 
general relative to affairs in the south. 
He declares, however, with the same 
breath, that “all disturbing influences, 
real or imaginary, had been removed 
from all of these states.’’ The president’s 
language is vague if not incohe- 
rent. He is trying to make 
a point against the south and in favor of 
his party without any definite knowledge 
togoon. Hehas undertaken to make 
rumor answer in the absence of facts. He 
has donned the clothes of the demagogue, 
which seem to fit him without diffi- 
culty. 

Neither the president nor the attorney- 
general stop to consider that, even if 
their charges were true, they could not 
obtain constitutional legislation directed 
against individuals of a state. They do 
not show that a state has interfered with 
the civil and political rights of the colored 
people. They do not even attempt to 
show that. They begin and end by ig- 
noring the constitution as interpreted by 
the United States supreme court. Noth- 
ing better should be expected of 
Mr. Hayes, whose brain is a 
perpetual muddle. Who but he could 
use this sentence in a state paper: 
“Each state, every political party, is en- 
titled to the share of power which is con- 
ferred by the legal and constitutional 
suffrage.’ He puts this forward asa 
legal proposition upon which coercive 
federal legislation should be based. He 
virtually asks congress, which is supposed 
to act under and by virtue of the con- 
stitution, to take cognizance ofthe repub- 
lican party—to see that either every darkey 
votes arepublican ticket, or that the mem- 
bers from the south be apportioned on 
the color line—the black districts being 
assigned to the republicans and the 
white districts to the democrats. Con- 
gress will doubtless hesitate before it 
gives Mr. Devens a large sum of money 
in excess of currént appropriations to 
carry out such a ridiculous and unwar- 
ranted programme.

The premiums for best yields of 
various crops run from $10 to $20. The best 
half-acre of indigo and madder will bring 
$20 premiums each. The best display of hay 
will bring $20.

Premiums of $10 each are offered on essays 
on road-making, on fencing, on wool-grow- 
ing, on the agriculture of Georgia, on pow- 
er for farm operations, on grain and stock, 
on fruit and vegetables, steck and dairy, 
on ditching, amd on cotton raising. Pre- 
miums are-also offered for the best archi- 
tect’s plans of farm-house, barn, poultry- 
houses, stables, and cow-house.
